Thefixth  and  laft  Eclipfe  is  of  the  Sun,  December  the  30th, 
at  Seven  in  the  Morning,  and  likewife  invifible  in  our  Ifle  of 
Great  Britain. 

Befides  thefe  Luminarian  Eclipfes,  the  Moon  will  eclipfe 
y  G e minor um,  a  fixed  Star  of  the  fourth  Magnitude,  on  the 
1 7th  of  February ;  the  Time  of  Immerfion  ten  Hours  fifteen 
Minutes  and  a  Half,  and  of  Emerfion  eleven  Hours  twenry- 
five  Minutes  and  a  Half,  at  Night,  apparent  Time. 

May  the  14th,  the  Moon  will  make  a  near  Appulfe  to  the 
Planet  Mars,  about  Eight  in  the  Evening. 

November  the  15th,  the  Moon  will  eclipfe  the  Star  2 
ad  ^  y  of  the  fourth  Magnitude :  The  Time  of  Immer- 
fion nine  Hours  fix  Minutes,  of  Emerfion  ten  Hours  twelve 
Minutes,  at  Night,  apparent  Time. 

The  Comet  fo  much  talked  of,  is  expelled  to  make  its 
firlt  Appearance  about  the  latter  End  of  February,  or  [he  Be- 
ginning of  March  this  Year,

dapted  to  the  Meridian  of  the  Royal  Obfervatory  near  Lon- 
don, and  by  carefully  obferving  the  Times  of  the  Immerfions 
and  Emerlions  of  this  Satellite,  which  is  the  moll  convenient 
and  proper  for  Geographical  Purpofes,  of  any  of  the  other  three,, 
the  Longitude  or  Difference  of  the  Meridian  of  the  Place 
where  the  Obfervation  is  made, and  the  Place  theEcliplcsare 
calculated  for,  may  be  exadUy  difcovered.,  and  is  the  mod 
correct  and  practical  Method  ever  yet  hit  upon  :  Notwiths- 
tanding the  many  whimfical,and  fome  ingenious  Ways,  in* 
vented  for  that  Purpofe,  by  feveral  Perfons  which  have  fpent 
much  Time  and  Labour,  in  Hopes  of  gaining  the  great  Re- 
ward of  Twenty  Thoufand  Pounds  offered  by  Parliament,  for 
*  practical  Method  for  folving  that  grand  Pi  o-blem  with  Cer- 
tainty, but  hitherto  to  no  Effecl:,  It  is  alio  much  more 
fafy  and  correct  to  find  the  Difference  of  Meridisns  by  this 
Method,  than  by  the  Eclipfes  of  the  Moon,  not  only  on  Ac- 
count of  their  more  frequent  happening,  but  becaufe  the 
Mutton  and  Tiflie$  of  thefe  Iminerlions  and  Emerfions  are 
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imore  eafily  obferved,  than  the  Times  of  the  Beginning  and 
End  of  a  Lunar  Eclipfej  beciufe  the  Time  of  the  Moon's  In- 
grefs  into  the  Shadow  of  the  Earth,  and  her  Egrefs  out  of 
it,  is  not  caiiiy  diftinguifhed  from  that  of  the  Penumbra. 

I  jlmll  illujlrate  the  life  of  the  Table     an  Example. 

Suppofe  on  the  1 6th  of  January  this  prefent  Year,  the  Im- 
mtrrlion  of  ^upher\  firft  Satellite  be  obferved  by  a  Tellefcope, 
to  happen  ar  forty  Minutes  and  fifty-five  Seconds  paft  Ten  at 
Night  5  I  find  by  the  Table,  that  the  Time  of  this  Immer- 
iion  will  happen  at  the  Britijh  Obfei  vatory,  the  fame  Night, 
at  fifty-two  Minutes  and  fifty-five  Seconds  after  Eight :  The 
Difference  of  the  Time  is  one  Hour  and  forty-eight  Mi- 
nutes,  which  being  converted  into  Degrees  and  Minutes  of 
the  Equator,  gives  juft  twenty-feven  Degrees,  the  true  Dif- 
ference of  Longitude  Eattward  ;  becaufe  at  the  Place  of  Ob- 
servation, the  Time  is  more  frpm  Noon,  than  at  the  Obfer- 
vatory.

The  World  fhusii  be 
able,  that  it  be  not  moved.     The  lame  is  (aid,  Vf  -L  xciii. 
i  The  World  alfo  is  eftablifhed,  and  it  c«tfnoc  be  moved. 
hnd  fo  the  fame  again,  Pfal  xcvi.  10.   In  P/al.  civ.  5, 
)3od  isfaid  to  lay  the  Foundations  of  the  Earth,  that  it  fhouid 
ot  be  moved  for  ever.    And  laflly,  Solomon,  Eccief.  1.  4. 
Herts  that  the  Earth  abideth  for  ever     Like  to  which  i* 
that  cf  the  Pfalmift,  Ffal.  cxix.  90-  Thou  hall  eftablifh.d  tbe 
Jarth,  and  it  abideth.  Thefe  are  the  principal  Texts  which 
feem  to  aiTert  the  Immobility  and  Stability  of  the  Earth, 

The  principal  Texts  which  mention  the  Morion  of  the 
Sun  and  heavenly  Bodies,  are  fuch  as  afcrtbe  riiiog,  feiting, 
or  {landing  ftill  to  them.  Thus  Gen.  xsx.  23*  The  Sun  was 
rifen  upon  the  Earth,  when  Lot  entered  imo  Zoar.  And  Gen. 
xv.  7.  When  the  Sun  went  down  \  and  it  was  dark,  a  fmoak- 
ing  Furnace,  &c.  So  Eccl.  i.y.  The  Sun  arifcth,  and  the 
Sun  goeth  down,  and  hafteth  to  the  Place  where  he  arofe, 
So  PyW.  xix.  5,  6,  The  Sun  >s  laid  to  come  out  of  his  Cham- 
ber like  a  Bridegroom,  and  to  rejoice  as  a  ftrong  Man  to  run 
a  Race.  That  his  going  forth  is  from  the  End  of  the  Hea- 
ven, and  his  Circuit  unto  the  Ends  of  it,   Purfuant  to

Thefe  are  the  chief  Texts  of  Scripture,  which  feem  to  lie  ! 
againft  the  Copernican  Hypothecs.  In  Anfwer  to  which, 
this  may  be  faid  in  general  to  them  all  ;  that  fince  the  De- 
fig  n  of  the  holy  Writings  is  not  to  inftruclt  Men  in  philofo- 
phical,  but  divine  Matters,  therefore  it  is  not  necelTary  to  re 
ftrain  che  Seufs  of  thofe  Texts  ro  the  ftridfc  Piepriety  of  th 
Words,  but  take  them  to  be  fpoken  according  to  the  Ap 
pearance  of  Things,  and  the  vulgar  Notions  and  Opinion 
which  Men  have  of  them,  not  according  to  their  Reality, 
or  philofophical  Verity.  Thus  in  divers  other  Inftances  the 
holy  Scriptures  fpeak  j  and  thus  even  Phiiofophers  them- 
felves  fpeak.  Ye«,  the  Copernicans  themfelves,  although 
they  profefTedly  own,  and  defend  the  contrary,  yet  in  vulgar 
fpeaking  in  our  prefent  Cafe,  fay,  the  Sun  rifeth,  fetteth, 
and  moveth,  making  that  to  be  the  A  61  of  the  Sun  in 
vulgar  Difcourfe,  which  they  contend  to  be  in  reality  per- 
formed by  the  Earth.  And  if  Philof jphers,  and  others  did 
not  thus  exprefs  themfelves  according  to  the  Appearance  of 
Things,  and  Men's  vulgar  Apprehenhons  of  them,  it  would 
reed  a  Comment,  and  they  muft  explain  themfelves  every 
Time  they  fpeak,  in  order  to  their  being  underftcod. 

Having  given  (his  general  Anfwer,  I  (hall  next  confider  the 
parricu'ar  Texts  themfelves,  and  fee  whether  they  neceflarily 
infer  what  they  are  brought  for  the  Proof  of. 

And  in  the  firft  Place,  as  for  the  Texts  brought  to  prove  the 
Immobility  of  the  Earth,  it  is  manifeft  that  the  Stability 
of  the  World,  mentioned  in  the  three  firft  Texts,  doth  not 
relate  to  the  Earth's  Motion,  either  Annual  or  Diurnal*,  but 
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to  the  Condition,  State,  and  Order  of  the  World  inhabiting 
the  Earth,  particularly  the  Peace  and  Prosperity  thereof! 
One  of  our  own  lateft,  and  moft  learned  Commentators,  the 
late  Bifhop  Patrick,  underftands  the  Gofpel  Stare  to  be  meant 
in  the  firft  and  third  of  the  Texts,  And  rvs  Paraphrafe  on 
that  in  ffal.  xciii.  I.  is,  he  who  made  the  World,  will  fup- 
port  that  excellent  Order  wherein  we  are  fettled,  fa  that  it 
fliall  not  be  in  the  Power  of  Man  to  difturb  what  he  hath 
eftablilhed. 

As  for  what  is  fai'd  in  T/al.  civ.  5.  it  i§  rmnifeft  that  rhe 
Tfalmij}  is  there  celebrating  the  Works  ofCestion,  and 
rhat  there  was  as  fair  an  Occafion  of  fpeaking  of  the  Earth's 
Reft,  in  Relation  to  its  own  Motions,  as  any  where.  But 
yet  even  here  alfb,  the  Security  and  Permanency  of  its  State 
is  the  Thing  aimed  at.  The  laft  moft  learned  Commentator 
thus  paraphrafes  on  the  Place,  who  hath  feriled  the  mafly 
Globe  of  the  Earth,  even  in  the  liquid  Air,  upon  fuch  firm 
Foundation?,  that  none  of  thofe  Storms  and  Tempefts,  which 
beat  upon  it  from  without,  nor  any  Commotions  from  with* 
in,  can  ever  ftir  it  out  of  the  Place  he  hes  fixed  for  it. 

As  for  the  two  remaining  Places  in  Ecclef,  and  Pfal.  cxi'x. 
it  is  plain  enough  that  rheir  Defign  is  to  fliew  the  Vanity  and 
Inftability  of  the  Things  of  this  World,  that  they  are  all  more 
fleeting  and  uncertain  than  other  Matters,  even  than  the 
Earth  itfelf,  on  which  they  have  their  Residence.
